I was pleased to come home, af- 
ter an absence of a few weeks, and 


_ find our Sunday schools in such 


a prosperous condition. Theone 
at the church house in the north 
part of the city numbered 101. 
This one is superintended by Fla- 
vius J. Lee, witha corps of splen- 
did helpers as officers and teach- 
ers—is held every Sunday morn- 
ing at 9:30. The other one is in 
the extreme south part of the 
city, held in the Tabernacle at 
2:30 every Sunday afternoon, 
and superintended by A. J. Law- 
son. The subordinate officers 
and the teachers show them- 
selves to be efficient workers, 
and greatly interested in the 
work to make the school a suc- 
cess. This school numbered 110. 
These schools are not the cold, 
formal Sunday schools that pre- 
vail so largely throughout the 
land, but are attended with the 
warmth and interest that only a 
Pentecostal School can have. 
Those in attendance are not con- 
fined to children alone, but al- 
most every age is represented, 
from the infant in its mother’s 
arms up to those who are hon- 
ored with the gray locks and fur- 
rowed cheeks.

no gray-haired veterans of 
the Cross not only receive in- 
struction and benefit from the 
study of God’s Word for them- 
selves, but /they also set a good 
example for the children and 
young people to follow. The 
young people of both sexes are 
well represented. They are al- 
ways ready to sit at the organ 
and play, or take the song books 
and sing, and some are making 
efficient teachers for the smaller 
classes. The children are receiv- 
ing training that will remain in 
them, and outcroppings from the 
effects of these Sunday Schools 
will be manifest as long as they 
live. Besides the discipline, or- 
der and training as to behavior, 
there is placed in their little 
minds the plain simple Bible 


truths and the fundamentals of 
salvation. ‘““Teaching them to 
observe all things whatsoever I 
have commanded you,’’ Math. 
28:20, is specially emphasized, so 
they will be trained up to believe 
in Divine healing, Pentecost, 
with all this implies, and to look 
for the coming of our Lord. 
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We use the David C. Cook Sun- 
day School literature, published 
at Elgin, Ill. While this is not 
perfectly satisfactory, yet it is 
the best we can obtain in the ab- 
sence of a Pentecostal publish- 
ing house, and we are always 
carefuljto give the correct appli- 
cations of the lesson from a Bible 
standpoint, and thus teach all 
the art of selecting the precious 
from the vile. 

I am truly glad to know that 
so many of thechurches are tak- 
ing up the Sunday School work. 
Our children must not be neg- 
lected, for soon the burdens of 
the work will fall upon them, if 
Jesus tarries, and we want a 
great army of workers to come 
forth from our ranks in the next 
generation who will not be filled 
with so many false theories, that 
are such a hindrance to us who 
have escaped the snares of the 
fowler, because many things we 
have been taught have to be put 
away and forgotten, and it is not 
without much difficulty that 
things are unlearned that have 
been placed in our minds from 
infancy. I heartily recommend 
the Sunday school. Every church, 
no matter how small in number, 
ought to have their Sunday 
school. Reach out and draw 
outsiders in. Many times you 
can influence parents to consent 
for their children to come to Sun- 
day School, who will not come 
themselves, and after a little 
while Pentecost will break into 
those very homes. Afterinquiry 
has been made you will be in- 
formed that some seed thoughts, 
or papers or tracts have been 
carried home by the children 
from the Sunday School. Be- 
sides this, you will be putting 
Pentecostal teaching into minds 
that will remain with those pre- 
- cious little children as long as 
they live, and no doubt lead to 
their salvation, and who knows 
but some litttle white-headed 
mischievous boy or girl in your 
Sunday School, when grown, 
may be used of God to move the

est of all reformations that we 
are verging into, which is to 
usher in the return of our Lord. 


I have heard of some Sunday 
Schools being broken up by some 
of the classes of older people 
getting into arguments. This 
should always be avoided. The 
Sunday School is not for argu- 
ment. Other schools have been 
broken up by the Bible class be- 
coming so interested and en- 
thused that they would not stop 
at the proper time, and the 
younger people and children 
would become restless, so they 
would lose their interest and stay 
away. About an hour is as long 
as children ought to be held un- 
der as strict discipline as is de- 
manded in Sunday School, and 
then the exercises should be va- 
ried. A good song service of ten 
or fifteen minutes, followed by a 
short prayer and the Scripture 
lesson, and then the classes 
should take their places and the 
teachers should arrange for their 
work to continue about twenty- 
five or thirty minutes. The 
classes should all march up to 
the front and listen to the Sec- 
retary’s report and a short re- 
view and application of the les- 
son by the Superintendant, then 
dismissed in the midst of a good 
interest before any one has time 
to get weary and_restless. 


After a few years of persistant 
Church Sunday School Mission 
work, there will appear a great 
army of young people filled with 
the Holy Ghost and faith, who 
will be ready with undaunted 
courage and bravery to complete 
the plan of God, in preaching 
this Gospel of the Kingdom to 
all the world for a witness, and 
then will come the end of this 
Glory! Hallelujah! Hur- 
rah, for the Sunday school. Let 
us all cheer the work along with 
our prayers, presence, service 
and means. Let us pray and 


believe God for means soon to 
publish our own Sunday. School 
literature, but while we wait let 
us do the best we can with that 


in our reach. Again I say, hur- 
rah for the Sunday school that 
teaches tohonor and obey Jesus 
our Lord.

and I make the f@lowing remarks 
therefrom. In the t verse we are 
told to desire spirif¥al gifts; one of 
which is diversities ¥ tongues. 1 Cor. 
12:28. In the second verse we are told 
that such as spoke in tongues, though 
not understood, spoke unto God, and 
spake mysteries, and in‘verse 4th, ‘‘He 
that speaketh in an unkown tongue 
edifieth himself.’’ In verse five Paul 
says, ‘‘I would thatye all spake with 
tongues.’’? But he exhorts them to 
pray that they may interpret, and the 
Lord in answer to this prayer bestows 
the gift on some. In verseeighteen he 
says, ‘‘I thank my God thatI speak 
with tongues more than ye all’’ but; he 
preferred to speak so that all could un- 


. derstand. 


In verse twenty-onefhe refers to Isa. 
28:11-12 and applies it to speaking with 
tongues in the Pentecostal outpouring, 
which Peter said, Acts 2:16, wasin 
compliance with the prophecy of Joel 
2:28-31, ‘I will pour out of my spirit 
upon all flesh.” Neither the Jews, nor 
the Apostolic church were all flesh. 
Hence, Peter said, Acts 2:38, 39, ‘‘The 
promise is unto you and to your chil- 
dren, and to all that are afar off, even 
to as many as the Lord our God shall 
eall.’’ He is calling yet, and will con- 
tinue to call to the endof time. In 
verse twenty-two he says; ‘‘Tongues 
are for a sign, not to them that believe, 
but to them that believe not”. Sign 
of what? We find the answer in the. 
prophecy of Jesus, John 15:26, 27, 
‘‘When the Comforter! is come........ He 
shall testify of me,’’ which hedid when 
He came, on the day of Pentecost, in 
other tongues, as a sign of His 
coming into His temple. Acts 2:4, 
1 Cor. 6:19, 20. This sign of speak- 
ing in new tongues was foretold by 
Jesus, also, in Mark 16:17 as one of 
the signs that would foll6w them that 
believe. These signs ceased when the 
church ceased to believe for them, but 
the apostle Jude says: in verse three, 
‘‘Earnestly contend for the faith once. 
delivered unto the saints,’’ and the 
Lord has authorized no change since. 
In the Samaritan revival some schola rs

think that the word ‘‘saw’’ in Acts 8:8 
ought to have been rendered ‘‘When Si- 
mon perceived,’’ for Peter said Acts 2: 
33, ‘‘hath shed forth this which ye now 
hear and see,”’ and at the house of Cor- 
nelius, the Jews knew that on the Gen- 
tiles was poured out the Holy Ghost; 
for they heard them speak with ton- 
gues showing that speaking in tongues 
was already established as a sign of the 
baptism with the Holy Ghost as stated 
in 1 Cor. 14:22, The same is true in 
Acts 19:6—the twelve at Ephesus when 
baptized with the Holy Ghost ‘‘spake 
with tongues and prophesied.’”’ The 
gifts of the spirit spoken of by Paul 
were received after the baptism and 
were on'y given to some whereas the 
Holy Ghost always testifies in tongues 
when He comes to His temple, which is 
the human body 1 Cor. 6:19,20 as Jesus 
said He would. 

I humbly pray dear friends that you 
may dare to be true and go through to 
the baptism with the Holy Ghost, at 
any cost, for Jesus is coming soon, 
with much love.

Through your courtesy I have in 
answer to this public banter been en- 
abled to present the truthon this much 
wrested scripture, the 14th chapter of 1 
Corinthans. See also 2 Pet. 3:16. I wish 
now to present a few thoughts on the 
34th verse, ‘‘Let your woman keep 
silent in the churches.”” Nearly every 
whiskey and tobacco soaked formalist 
know this scripture and look at it from 
the same standpoint, and many of them 
seem to think themselves fully compe- 
tent to teach the sisters at home and 
some also at Church. In the verses 1 
Corinthian 14:34 and 1 Timothy 2:11,12, 
the leading thought seems to be to re- 
strain coarse females from _ using 
authority, and pressing into undue dis- 
play. In construing scripture the only 
safe rule is to make it harmonize with 
all other scriptures. Turn to Joel 2:28, 
29 “‘I will pour out my spirit upon all 
flesh, and your sons and your daughters 
shall prophesy.’’ All flesh means much 
more than the Jews, and the Apostolic 
Church. Then Peter said in Acts 2:39 
‘‘The promise is unto you and to your 
children, and to all that are afar off, 
even as many as the Lord our God shall 
eall.’”’ He also quotes in Acts 2:17, 
‘‘your sons and your daughters shall 
prophesy,’’ etc. Leaving out the Old 
Testament examples of greatly blessed 
and used womanhood, I simly give a 
few examples in the New Testament. 
Phillip the evangelist had four daugh- 
ters that did prophesy. Acts 21:9, Pau 
honoured him with a sojourn at his 
home on his way to Jerusalem, but we 
hear nothing of his reproving them, 
like some of his modern disciples, and 


the inspired writer says nothing of 
their being out of their place. Some 
shallow souls tells us that Paul annulled 
the inspired teaching of Joel and Peter 


on this subject, bu‘ is the kingdom of 


God divided against itself? Any per- 
son capable of putting two thoughts to- 
gether, knows that not only was their 
teaching inspired of the Holy Ghost, 
but was universal, and as durable as 
time. Others equally shallow declare 
that females should exercise only among 
women, but the Lord evidently did not 
consult them when he poured out the 
Holy Ghost upon male and femate to- 
gether on the day of Pentecost, and 
they all were filled and spake with 
tongues. Acts 1:14,2:4. Then 1 Cor. I4: 
34, and 1 Tim. 2:11,12 are evidently ad- 
dressed to a mixed congregation. 
If Paul did not think it appropriate for 
females to pray and prophesy, why did 
he instruct them to doso with their 
heads covered? 1 Cor. 11:4,5, and why 
did he commend Priscilla his helper in 
the Lord, and in Phil 4:3, he exhorts 
the Church to help those women 
which labored with him in the gospel. 
In Rom. 16:1,2 he commends Phoebe as 
asuccourer of many, and of himself, 
also. How ia this apparent conflict to 
be reconciled? John Wesley, whom 
Talma calls the greatest man since the 
Apostles, construes 1 Cor. 14:34 from 
the original Greek to mean, ‘‘unless 
they are under an extraordinary im- 
pulse of the Spirit” they are not per- 
mitted to teach in public assemblies. 
This harmonizes Joel,, and Peter, and 
all other scriptures on this line. The 
Church of God, to which we belong, 
does not ordain females, or give them 
a voice in Church affairs, but when God 
puts His Spirit upon them for His glory 
we dare not presumptuously put our 
hands upon the Ark, or throttle the 
inspiration of the Holy Ghost, as some 
Uzzahs, who seem to haye very little 
spiritual life left, and whose services 
remind one of ‘‘hark from the tomb a 
doleful sound.”’

Bro. McArthur of Gainsville Ga., 
has been with our people at Cleveland 
for a couple of weeks, conducting ser- 
vices.

The Crisis Now On. 

That God hath visited some of. His 
people in this wonderful ‘‘Latter rain” 
movement, is perfectly obvious to many 
who have never entered into the ex- 
perience, and who, nevertheless, are 
well acquainted with the facts connected 
with it. After making full allowance 
for the faise teachers that have become 
connected with it, and the numerous 
counterfeits that follow these, it is still 
true that there are hundreds, and even 
thousands, whose experiences and Ilves 
meet every essential demand of the 
Scriptures. They are a wonderful joy- 
ful people; they revere, honor, and 
praise the name of Jesus far beyond 
any people we have ever known before; 
they extol the blood of Christ, and 
magnify its saving andcleansing power 
with greater emphasis than any people 
we have ever seen; they (as a general 
rule) seem to be more abandoned to the 
will and service of God, than almost 
any others known to us, being willing 
to go to the ends of the earth at the 
call of Jesus, and leaning on Him only 
for their support; and the fact that so 
many of them speak with other ton- 
gues to the praise and glory of God, 
and are thus leading people to Christ— 
all these facts, after making due allow- 
ance for the devil’s counterfeits and 
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perversions, serve to thrust upon the 
‘Christian world a REAL CRISIS, 
whether men recognize it or not 

God hath, beyond all rational doubt, 
visited the world, as He has not done 
for centuries before, except in rare 
instances. And the very fact that He 
is now visiting us brings His people 
under the greatest obligation to treat 
Him kindly. 

Jesus visited the world nearly two 
thousand years ago, but the religious 
leaders of that time. as arule, did not 
recognize Him; because He did not 
come in just the manner to suit them! 
Notwithstanding His wonderful mira- 
cles, they sought to kill Him! ‘‘Is not 
this the carpenter’s son?’’ they ex- 
claimed! and this false knowledge of 
theirs helped to overthrow them. Their 
misunderstanding of the fact did not 
make Him any less the Son of God, 
Immanuel, the world’s Redeemer! 
their ignorance was their ruin. 

So now, when God hath deigned to 
manifest Himself to the world in the 
Third Person of the Trinity, many 
religious leaders and teachers reject 
Him. Hedid not, forsooth, come in 
just the way some of them were ex- 
pecting Him! And after He did come 
the vast majority of religious magnates 
criticised His workings, found fault 
with the manner of His manifesting 
His power; and, with an audacity that 
should bring a blush of shame anda 
shriek of horrow to all Christendom, 
they have declared that ‘‘The whole 
movement is of the Devil!” 

But, we would remind this who'e tribe 
of critics, that as the false judgment 
of men respecting Jesus Christ did not 
have the least possible influence toward 
making Him less than God and the 
world’s only Redeemer! so the false 
and even blasphemous utterances of 
men respecting the present manifesta- 
tions of God, in the Person of the Holy 
Spirit, do not change the least, the 
reality of His visit, nor annul the won- 
derful blessings that come to thoes who 
receive Him. 

Yet these false opinions and rash ut- 
terances are not without their effect; 
they have, necessarily, a very injurions 
effect upon the persons who make them 
in that they greatly disturb, if they 
do not utterly destroy, the relation of 
the ‘railers’’ tothe Holy Spirit. It is 
not possible for one to maintain a 
healthful relation to the Holy Spirit. 
when He repudiates His works, and 
ascribes them to Satan. If it wasa 
fearful sin to ascribe the works of Jesus 
done in the power of the Holy Spirit, 
to Satan, must it not be a horrible sin 
to ascribe to Satan the works of the 
Spirit in those who are filled with His 
Holy Presence? 

We beg all Christians to suspend 


their judgement on this movement, 
till they have ample time to investigate 
it in ALL places, before they condemn 
IT ALL. The Spirit, the writer has 


do doubt whatever, hath now come to 
hurry up the world’s evangelization, 


and the making ready of a people to 
meet Christ Who, we verily believe, is 
soon to come back $to the earth. To 
misunderstand the times in which we 
are living can but bring great floss to 
those who make this mistake.
